haps five years. 
And he also suggests that older 
folks are being required to retire 
from their jobs too early in life. 
May Bring Revolution 
That practice, he declared with 
a hearty laugh Sunday, may lead 
to “a revolution of old men and I 
am going to be in it.” 
In that light note maybe there 
was—-and maybe there wasn’t—a 
hint that he regards himself as 
still too young to pass up bidding 
for a second term.

Upholds ASC Right 
To Measure Acreage 


LISBON — The Un ited States 
District Court o f Ap p eals for the 
District o f Mary lan d has u p held 
the rig h t of Ag ricu ltu ral Stabiliza­ 
tion an d Co n serv atio n Co mmittee 
re p re s e n ta tiv e s to en ter a farm to 
mak e whea tacreag e 
m e a su re m e n ts 
when mark etin g 
quotas are in ef­ 
fect. 
The court held that measure­ 
ment is necessary to find out if 
the wheat acreage on the farm is 
within the farm marketing quota 
and if 15 acres or less of wheat 
for which there has been special 
provisions and exemptions have 
been planted. 
In disposing of the case, the court 
ruled that constitutional right were 
not infringed upon because meas­ 
urement was upheld. 
The decision was rendered J une 
17 in a civil case brought by the 
United States government against 
three Carroll Coufcty, Md., farmers, 
who have filed an appeal.

A dock strike in New York is a stab in the 
heart for everybody u sing Atlantic Coast ship ­ 
p ing. The newest strike is an esp ecially bru tal 
assau lt, becau se it is p u rely an attack on p olice 
au thority. 
The ability of the International Longshoremen 
to call su ch strikes at will has given the Great 
Lakes area a p owerfu l incentive for trying to 
break the grip of this p owerfu l u nion. It can 
be broken once the p ort of New York is made to 
cdmp ete with Bu ffalo, Cleveland, Chicago and 
others whose p resent handicap is the shallow 
dep th of the St. Lawrence waterway. 
. This is a naked stru ggle for yower; the rights 
of longshoremen are not even remotely involved 
in the latest work stop p age. 
The u nion which rep resents them is the new­ 
est version of the racketeering ou tfit created 
by Josep h P. Ryan the organization that 
was 
so corru p t it was thrown ou t of the AFL. 
Bu t it was strong enou gh to su rvive both its 
exp lu sion and the AFL’s abortive attemp t to 
drive it ou t of bu siness by setting u p a rival 
u nion. 
Its new leader, William V. Bradley, thinks it 
is strong enou gh to ge rid of the New York* 
New Jersey Waterfront Commission, a p u blic 
agency resp onsible for p olicing the 350-odd miles 
of waterfront in New York harbor. 
This is not a stru ggle for the rights of Amer­ 
ican workingmen. This is a demonstration of the 
growing stru ggle between u nion p ower and p u b­ 
lic p ower — a stru ggle that defies the p eop le’s 
right to be p rotected against p redatory p rivate 
organizations. 
At the beginning of this centu ry, that right 
was challenged by bu siness tru sts and monop ­ 
olies. Halfway throu gh the centu ry, it has been 
challenged by u nion tru sts and monop olies. 
The Sherman Act cu rbed the bu siness tru sts 
and monop olies. The federal law which eventu al­ 
ly will trim p redatory u nionism down to size 
hasn’t been introdu ced. Bu u t each naw dock 
strike in New York’s waterfront brings its in­ 
trodu ction closer.

View Geneva Conference With Mixed Emotions 


Words That Disappeared 
The members of Congress were disp ersed to 
the fou r corners of the earth this su mmer. 
They followed all the p aths littered by or­ 
dinary U. S. tou rists with travel literatu re and 
crisp , green dollars, besides a few sp ecial p aths 
op ened for them in the name of legislative 
p rivilege and international good will. 
This also was a su mmer in which hu ndreds 
of thou sands of stay.at-home Americans learned 
to take visiting agricu ltu ral officials from the 
Soviet Union in stride, not to stare at the odd 
raiment of the p rime minister of Bu rma and to 
p ay no attention to visiting delegations from 
the same fou r corners of the earth being visited 
by their own rep resentatives and senators. 
There wou ld be nothing remarkable abou t 
this, excep t for one thing that has been easily 
forgotten. 
Formerly, Americans had a word, “isolation,** 
to describe a p reju dice against mixing into the 
ou tside world. “ Isolationism’* was a factor in 
p olitics. To accu se a fellow citizzen of being an 
“ isolationist” was abou t the same as accu sing 
him of being against motherhood and the Amer­ 
ican fireside. 
Whatever hap p ened to “ isolation,” to “isola­ 
tionism” and to “isolationists” ? 


Odds Favor The Barbarians 
There is going to be a ru cku s over the dis­ 
closu re that the U.S. Defense Dep artment is 
training fighting men to resist some of the mild­ 
er forms of abu se u sed by the enemy in the 
Korean War. 
It is a grod bet the ru cku s will bring ou t the 
cu stomary Pentagon starch, too — the same 
starch shown in the military trials of some of 
the men u nlu cky enou gh to have learned 
abou t tortu re and brain-washing the hard way. 
The Pentagon mind, which has su p p lanted the 
traditional military mind as a 
government 
p roblem, will leap stiffly to the conclu sion that 
its p rerogatives are being attacked. 
Nothing is going to be attacked bu t its 
ju dgm ent 
The Pentagon is p u tting U. S fighting men 
throu h the indignity of some of the milder 
tactic« u sed by a barbaric .enemy on the as­ 
su mp tion this training will p rotect the United 
States in the event o f another war. Its ju dg. 
ment is op en to qu estion for the good reason 
that barbarians recognize no limits to their 
abu se of hu man beings. 
They now have the advantage of everything 
learned by abu sing and brain-washing thou s- 
ads of p risoners in the Korean War. 
M u c h 
of this was develop ed by Germans and Hu s* 
sians in World War II. 
Short of hanging u p U. S. draftees and volu n­ 
teers by the thu mbs and skinning them alive 
by way of p ractice, the Pentagon will find no 
way to immu nize - American 
fighting 
men 
against the debasing influ ence of systematic 
tortu re by an enemy with no resp ect for the 
dignity of man,

It is being 
u rged that America shou ld be care 
fijl not to be lu lled into a sense of 
false secu rity and that p u tting the 
arm® bu dget is p rematu re and 
dangerou s. 
Bu t, logically, if all the op timis­ 
tic 
statements 
and 
comments 
made after the Geneva Conference 
meant anything, they meant that 
a cu rtailment of arms exp enses 
was inevitable. For of what avail 
are weap ons that grow obsolete 
and are never u sed? 


- NOT ONLY IN AMERICA bu t in 
Britain and France su ch qu estions 
are being asked, and the Western 
world is face to face with the ef 
feet of the risks taken when the 
top leaders began fraternizing with 
the Soviet chieftains in Switzerland 
less than two months ago. 
Even the p oliticians inside this 
cou ntry are beginning to grow p u z­ 
zled as to how to handle the Ge­ 
neva issu e. Gov, Harriman, who 
u sed to be American ambassadc* 
tc Moscow and feels he ha« a right 
to draw on his exp eriences there 
sou nded a cau tiou s note abou t the 
Commu nists which wasn’t taken 
too seriou sly at the time. This was 
becau se hi« op p onent for the Dem­ 
ocratic 
p residential 
nomination, 
former Gov. Stevenson, had come 
ou t in favor of comp romise and 
bargaining. 
Some Democratic orators even 
went so far as to contend that, bu t 
for their p rodding, President Ei­ 
senhower wou ldn’t have gone to 
Geneva. They were p rep ared to 
take the credit if Geneva came ou t 
all right bu t equ ally eager to im­ 
p ose the blame on the Rep u blicans 
if the aftermath became somewhat 
u nfavorable. 


THE 
SECRETARY 
of 
state, 
John Foster Du lles — who isn’t 
su p p osed to be a p olitician, yet 
who is by all odds the most far- 
seeing and astu te of the p resent- 
day p rofessionals in dip lomacy — 
was criticized by some of the ap * 
p easers becau se he didn’t exu de 
the same kind of enthu siasm abou t 
Geneva that some of the wishfu l 
thinkers did. 
W h e n 
President 
Eisenhower 
shortly afterward u sed 
s om e 


strong words m his sp eech to the 
American Bar Association indicat­ 
ing that he, too, was beginning to 
be somewhat skep tical abou t p ossi­ 
ble resu lts, there came at once a 
criticism from the ap p easers that 
he was weakening the effect of the 
Geneva Conferenc. 
Soviet newsp ap ers, always eager 
to p rint anything that drives a 
wedge between the President and 
his advisers and to give the im­ 
p ression of wavering and flu ctu a­ 
tion in American p olicy, rep rodu c­ 
ed the criticisms and, withou t com­ 
ment of their own, let American 
critics tell the story to the Soviet 
p eop le. 
That’s a favorite device, and the 
moral is not to ask the critics to 
refrain from criticism ju st becau se 
the Soviet p ress p icks it u p bu t to 
ask them to make su re first 
whether the Soviet p hrases at Ge­ 
neva had any meaning worth ex­ 
alting as genu inely p eacefu l in in­ 
tent, 


WHAT HAS HAPPENED at Ge- 
eva is what any realist wou kl 
have exp ected. The “cold war” has 
been intensified in other areas of 
the world. Trou ble has been stimu ­ 
lated in North Africa. The govern­ 
ment of Tu rkey, ou r ally, an­ 
nou nces that riots and distu rbances 
were instigated there by the Com­ 
mu nists on accou nt of the Cyp ru s 
affair. 
It is easy enou gh to dismiss all 
this as the u su al stu nt of the Com­ 
mu nists of fishing in trou bled 
waters or to argu e that, of cou rse, 
in most of these p laces the Com­ 
mu nists have been ou tlawed as a 
p olitical p arty. 
What haven’t been exterminated, 
however, are the Soviet esp ionage 
rings — thir means of making 
contact with the fu zzy - minded in 
many cou ntries who are so easily 
du p ed by the Soviet agents and 
their fellow travelers.. 
In America, ever since the Mc­ 
Carthy debacle, there has befcn a 
tendency to write off investigations 
of Commu nist activity and to try 
to squ elch the issu e bu t, thanks 
to the blu nders of the “ Fu nd for 
the Rep u blic,” the issu e now is 
looking u p again and p u blie in­ 
terest may again be focu sed on the 
intrigu es which enabled Alger Hiss 
to formu late p olicy in the Dep art­ 
ment of State and MacLean and 
Bu rgess in the British Foreign Of­ 
fice, even as Klau s Fu chs was 
sp eeding u p for Soviet Ru ssia the 
develop ment of nu clear weap ons. 


WISHFUL 
THINKERS 
h a v e 
imagined that Geneva p ortends an 
area of p eace. If it does, then 
they mu st not op p ose arms redu c­ 
tion — they certainly can’t have it 
both ways. 
As for those who believed from 
the beginning that Geneva was ju st 
a p rop aganda affair — in which 
America p layed an effective p art 
in offsetting Soviet claims that the 
United States is a “warmonger”— 
and that no issu es wou ld really be 
settled, these observers logically

Fertil e Tax Fiel d 


Cities on the hu nt for m o r e 
revenu e to p rovide needed serv­ 
ices are tu rning steadily to the 
imp osition of non - p rop erty, or 
“nu isance,” taxes. 
They are also booating the ra t« 
of taxes now in effect. 
Once in a rare while, according 
to the International City Man­ 
agers’ Association, a city t a k e s 
the op p osite cou rse and drop s a 
“nu isance” tax. In 19 53, for ex­ 
amp le, You ngstown rep ealed its 
“admissions” tax. Last year Bing­ 
hamton, N. Y., killed its tax on 
hotel occu p ancy and Syracu se su b­ 
stitu ted a 2 p er cent sales tax for 
a 3 p er cent p u blic u tility levy 
and a 5 p er cent admissions tax. 
In the last two years some 9 4 
cities with p op u lations between 
5,000 and 10,000 have adop ted at 
least one nonp rop erty tax. Some 
erf these taxes, already in effect, 
were renewed for statu tory rea­ 
sons. 
Several cities raised sales - tax 
rates from one - half of a p er 
cent to 1 £ er cent, and others 
boosted motor vehicle and excise 
taxes. Phoenix lifted its p u blic 
ability gross receip ts tax from .02 
p er cent all the way to 2 p er 
cent, or from two cents on SlOu 
to two cent« on SI. 
By the end of 1964 more than 
half the 1,347 U. S. Cities with p op ­ 
u lations of more than 10,000 were 
u sing 
nonp rop erty 
taxes, 
b u t 
smaller cities have since joined in 
the search for more revenu e. 
Before a commu nity can levy a 
nonp rop erty tax it mu st fcave p er­ 
mission 
of 
the 
state 
involved, 
thou gh not all the taxes that are 
allowed are p u t into effect. 
Nevada, for examp le, is the only 
state that does not p ermit a com­ 
mu nity to levy sewage service 
charges. Forty - one states p er­ 
mit refu se and garbage service 
taxes, and 3 allow levies on gross 
receip ts of p u blic u tilities, su ch is 
gas, electric and telep hone com­ 
p anies. 
Other favorite p ermissible taxes 
are those on bu siness gross re­ 
ceip ts, admission and amu sement, 
motor vehicles, cigarettes and to­ 
bacco. p olls and 
streets, 
sales, 
Iqu or and 
alcoholic beverages, 
gasoline 
and 
motor 
fu el, 
oc­ 
cu p ancy and deed transfer» . 
Three states even p ermit com­ 
mu nity income taxes. 


Soon after the states of Illinois 
and New Mexico au thorized cig­ 
arette taxes, many mu nicip alities 
adop ted them. Pittsbu rgh has an 
income tax, u nder a Pennsylvania 
state law that sap s the mu nicip al­ 
ity in which an individu al lives 
has first call on his income for 
tax p u rp oses. 
Following 
Pittsbu rgh’s l e a d, 
several su bu rbs adop ted the same 
ta x to keep revenu e from t h a t 
sou rce for their own u se. 
As co mmunities exp and and are 
ca lled on to p rovide more and 
mo re public services, their need 
fo r a dditio na l revenu e increases. 
Ma ny have exhau sted the p ossi­ 
bilities ot rea lty taxes and are 
looking arou nd fo r other sou rces 
o f money. 
They have fou nd the nonp rop 
erty ta x orchard laden with fru it.

The smartest way to beat the 
holes in the IBM machines is to 
refu se to be p aid by check, and to 
insist that any money on hand was 
left over from last year, becau se 
even crap game winnings shou ld 
be rep orted. 


THIS THING called Social Secu r­ 
ity is a swindle becau se the re­ 
cip ient does not get enou gh to keep 
him, nor is he p ermitted to, earn 
enou gh to do well. The only honest 
way to administer su ch a system 
is to p ay ou t to everyone the same 
amou nt no matter how mu ch mon­ 
ey he has or how mu ch he earns. 
I often wondered why fine, 
strong, cap able you ng men, some 
of them college gradu ates, accep t 
jobs as p olicemen r firemen when 
they cou ld make more money at 
p leasanter work like being a sales­ 
man or a tru ek-driver. After all, it 
requ ires no tremendou s mentality 
for a man to direct traffic or steer 
the wheel of a fire engine. And 
some of these felowa seem to be 
very intelligent. 
A friend of mine who is well- 
read and an excellent conversa­ 
tionalist is a traffic cop , which I 
thou ght was wasting real talent. It 
tu rned ou t, however, that he had 
calcu lated carefu lly. 


SOMETIME in his early 40’s, he 
will have a su fficient p ension to 
take care of himself and whatever

er for corp orations or join The

The fact that he gets a p ension 
does not p revent him from earn­ 
ing whatever he can. That is dif­ 
ferent from the Social Secu rity set­ 
u p which p laces limitations u p on 
the recip ient’s earning. 
In a word, Social Secu rity is not 
a hu man right bu t a limited bene­ 
fit available only to those who can 
earn insu fficiently. Ap p arently, it 
is the intent of the Social Secu rity 
system to p rovide a minimu m 
basis for living while increasing 
the nu mber of u nemp loyed. 
I often wonder who thinks u p 
these grandiose social schemes 
that have fallen u p on u s. For in­ 
stance, when one goes into the 
qu estion of men and women of 45 
being u nable to get new jobs, and 
enforced retirement at 62, aÚ the 
objectionable social conditions aris­ 
ing therefrom p resent themselves. 


ONE WOULD imagine that a 
firm wou ld want to hire a man who 
has had exp erience and who p os­ 
sesses great skill and who may be 
ou t of work as a resu lt of a merger 
or of firms moving say from New 
England to the Sou thwest and he 
cannot move. 
The more one goes into this p rob- 


lem, the more it becomes ap p arent 
that in grou p insu rance, which 
most p ension fu nds art, the load 
cannot be too heavy on the side 
of oldsters or the rate goes u p . 
Therefore, it is best to take on no 
new p eop le of middle age becau se 
they become older qu icker t h a n 
you ngsters do. As a matter of fact, 
to keep p remiu ms low. it is sou nd­ 
est to emp loy you ngsters. 
As you ngsters p osses no exp eri­ 
ence, great conceit and 
scant 
know-how, being in the figu rative­ 
ly crawling stage as comp ared 
with a matu re man, it is sou ndest 
to make most machinery as au to­ 
matic as p ossible.

THIS APPLIES in the office as 
well as the shop . 
Increasingly, bosses talk into dic­ 
tating machines and sp ell ou t long 
words. We are kep t aMve by doc­ 
tors and clinks; we take annu al 
medical examinations; we watch 
ou r waistline, redu ce ou r smoking, 
take ou r p u lse every once in a
